Selling Strawberries at a Profit. 


"There are tricks in all trades bul 


crars," said a retail grocer to me recently. 
"You wonder how it is that we are able 
to sell strawberries at less than they cost 
us and still make money. It is a puzzler 
to the uninitiated, isn't it? But after al] 
it is simple enough when you know how. 


"For instance, I go down to the mar- 


ket and buy a crate of strawberries for 
thirty cents a bos. Now my trade is 
not rich enough to pay me even thirty- 
five cents a box, and at less than that ] 
make no profit. 


"Well, I take those berries and empty 


them out of the boxes. 
Then I take 


nico piece of white paper, which is much 
cheaper than strawberries, and drape 
as it were, the box. 
Then I take the 


berries and arrange them very carefully 
in such a way that all that are any way 
touched with decay go to the bottom an<: 
only the fine, ripe, sound ones are in 
sight. 
By leaving plenty of space 


between the berries, except the top layer 
I have no difficulty in filling two of the 
draped boxes with the contents of one 
of the original, and then they look mncl 
richer and more appetizing and sel 
better. 


"When this is done, out they go in 


front of the store marked twenty cent 
a box, and before I know it they are al 
sold, netting me a nice little profit. If 
had tried to sell them in the origina 
boxes at thirty-five cents I would hav< 
had a good many left on my hands t< 
spoil. 


"Why, some of the bigger dealers in 


green groceries and fruits keep a man, a 
a good salary, simply to repack goods 
and it pays well."—New York Herald.

IRRIGATION DISTRICTS 


Boo. ITranciaG. Newlands, President of 


the State Board ot Trade, called a special 
meeting ol that bod; la ,t evening to dis- 
cuss irrigation. In au address to the Board 
be called attention to the possibilities of 
building op a great commonwealth here in 
the arid region by united action of settlers. 
Under tbe Act of the Legislature providing 
for tbe organization of irrigation districts, 
uiztra of the waters now going to waste in 
tbe four principle streams of the State, can 
be stored and utilized in the fertile valleys, 
which only require moisture to make them 
as productive an any in the Temperate 
zone. By vote o( the people irrigation 
districts can bt> organized, and bonds is 
sa«d to make the required reservoirs and 
canals. Such botdB can be disposed ol 
readily in the eust, the necessary works 
commenced at an eurly day, and tbe pay- 
ment of tbe interest on such bonds would 
not amount to more than three mills on 
tha dollar of taxable property. 
To eicite 


interest in tbe mutter and get the people 
to diKouss ihe proposition he suggested 
tbe 
following 
resolution, 
which 
was 


adopted. 


Resolved, That the manager of the State 


Board ot Trade be instructed to call tbe 
atteution of the people residing on the 
Truck tie, Carson, "Walker and Hnmboldi 
rivers aud their tributaries, to the Act re- 
cently passed by the Legislature for tbe 
formation of irrigation districts, and to 
argue upon them ch& importance o£ taking 
immadiate steps to avail themselves o( tbe 
bauencs of that Act by co-operative tSurt 
for the storage ot water and the reclama- 
tion ot arid lands. 


Tais resolution ought to direct attention 


to tbe Act alluied to and lead to intelligent 
diricnasion of tho practicability nf irngating 
ihe rich valleys coatigiuous to the sevirai 
streams in the 
State, and 
deterimue 


whether capital can be induced to invest to 
any considerable extent in such enter 
prises. Much has been accomplished in 
transforming the arid plains of California, 
Colorado and other States into productive 
orchards, grain fields and meadows by sys- 
tematic irrigation, and as popu'ation in- 
creases, and lands for settlement for agri- 
cultural purposes are getting scarcer, there 
is no valid reason why sufficient Induce- 
ments cannot be held out to capital to iu- 
vest in reclaiming the vallnys of Nevadt. 
It will cost but little time and no great 
amount of money to make tbe effort, and 
it is quite probable that the effort might be 
successful. 


Nevada has beyond reasonable doubt en- 


tered upon an area of prosperity. The 
clouds of adversity, which for some year» 
bave baug over it like a pall, are breaking, 
and through the rift the dawn of better 
times is discernible. Tbe products of our 
minus, there is every reason to believe, will 
soon command a better priea, and with 
united and systematic effort tens ol thous- 
ands of acres of our sagebrush plains may 
by water storage be couverted into fruitful 
farms, dotted with happy homes of pros- 
perous settlers.

Five Indians testified" to having 


gone to Ah Tia's store on the night ID 
question and through a hole in the window 
saw a Chinaman and Tom playing cards. 


Tbe 
wife of one of the Mono IndincB 


known &i Lundy, testified that Lnndy, 
Mono Tom and three otber Indiana were 
intoxicated on the day in question and they 
must have killed Tom. 
It was ascertained 


that Lundy had left his wife, and tbat she 
bad been consorting with Ah Tin. The 
Walker river Indians threatened to pro- 
ceed against tbe Mono lake Indians and 
stated tbat they would have Sheriff Cody 
take Lundy and Mono Tom to State Prison, 
while they were going to kill old Jim, 
Lundy'a father, and Tom's father, to get 
even. Sheriff Cody, however, found a 
bullet bole through one of tbe walls in Ah 
Tia's store, and stains covered by new wall 
paper, which Ah Tia declared waa caused 
by red ink. On Saturday Poker Tom's 
body was discovered in the river. His 
bead and arms were cut off, a!sj the legs, 
and the trunk was sawed open from the 
neck to tbe pit of tbe stomach. Tbe In- 
dians are greatly excited and Ah Tia was 
hastily conveyed to j til to prevent lynch- 
ing 


An inquest has been held and from a 


confession made by a Chinaman, the jury 
has brought in a verdict, charging Ab Tia 
with tbe murder. 


The case has aroused great interest here 


and the progress of tbe examination has 
been eagerly watched.

The Silver State says: "In the wentein 


part oE Hurnbotdt county there iJ » petri- 
fied forest whose trees are of enormous 
size. NeatN. H. A. Mason's raaob, at 
Alder Greek, there is one free partly un 
covered which is over one hun-lred feet 
in length and fifteen feet in circumference. 
Numerous other trees are found in the 
vicinity which are also petrified, in foot no 
living tree it found there. Tbe country in 
which these trees are found is mostly alkali 
The petrified trees resemble piue to a cer- 
tain extent.
